He, Smith, then tried to make another trade so as to be off and night also, but failed and left the 
Mint therefore leaving us short handed. 


Now Sir, I think you should know whether he left the Mint with or without permission. 


Should the Supt. learn of his Smiths actions and it not being reported to you, I am sure it 
would create trouble. 


Jno. A. Smith is on Cornelious Callahan’s shift and should have reported to me tonight.
